They are of a thick 
ness scarcely greater than that of th« 
coverlet that la known aa a "comfort i 
able " The ezlgenclea of piate-glasi i 
transportation require that theae mat | 
tressea be conatructed with exceedlni | 
care. Inasmuch aa a slight lump any 
where In the mattreas might prov< 
anfflclent to cause the breakage of thi 
glass that rests upon It. In the event 
of two plates of glaaa resting upor j 
that lump at the same time still great 
er danger to the glasa Ih courted. 

These plate-glass mattresses cost 
according to size, from $C0 to $75 
The mere remaking of sueh a mat i 
tress may cost from $20 to t2S.
